Plerre and
severil other smaller towns were o
tally destroyed and their Inhabitants
Killed, Tt s esthmated that over 50,-
000 perished on that lsland alone and
on Bt. Vineent about 2,000 were lost.

There
were treds 100 years old on Ite sides
and from base to top It was groen
with veagetation, For severl days
prior to last Thursday the voleano
was active batl the people were not
alnrmed. On thal day o shower of
nehes fell and the Iava fBowed down
the mountain side overwhs lming ev+
eryihing In Its course, bringing death
to the people, destroying plantations,
barping ships in the harbor and
making all & desolate and dreary
waste. People nre now found piled
In heaps in the streets fces down-
wurds and where n beaatiful ity
stood Is & wasle covered with ashes,
mud and Isva. Men are bul mites
before such mighty convulsions of
natare nod though these people had
long Hved in fancled securlty the end
omme swift and sure when nature
developed her awfal might.

Voloanio Eruptions.
Professor Stilliman of Yalo says
that volesnio destrustions soch as
recantly prevalled in the Lasser
Auntilles may visit the western part
of this oountry st any time, He
